DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

2. Figure 1 is objected to because boxes are not labeled, The Examiner directs the 
applicant to 37 C.F.R. 1.84(n) and 1.84(o) which state, "Graphical drawing symbols may 
be used for conventional elements when appropriate" while "[o]ther symbols which are 
not universally recognized may be used, subject to approval by the Office" and that 
"[sjuitable descriptive legends may be used subject to approval by the Office, or may be 
required by the examiner where necessary for understanding of the drawing". Since the 
drawing in Figure 1 does not contain conventional elements, the Examiner may require 
descriptive legends for better understanding of the drawings. See MPEP 608.02. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schleiss et al. (U.S. 6,633,782). 

Schleiss et al. teach a control device for control of plant equipment (see col. 3, 
lines 50-56) and a maintenance tool operatively coupled to the control device via a 
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communication networl< for performing maintenance of the control device (see col. 3, 
line 60 to col. 4, line 3), power plant maintenance system further comprises a remote 
maintenance device for executing a similar function to that of the maintenance tool (see 
col. 4, lines 4-42), wherein the remote maintenance device provides a maintenance 
service of the transmitting of report data prepared by a maintenance service person, 
describing the history of revision of a control parameter or a control circuitry, to the 
maintenance tool through the communication network (see col. 14, lines 30-65).
